l am confused. So you buy vehicles and you ship them. Is that correct? If the vehicles are salvage vehicles then you 
would need a certified record which is not available through IVIPS. If the vehicle is not a salvage vehicle then you would 
need a title in your name and when you go to apply for a title, the licensing agent would verify if the title you have is 
current or not at that point. As for the junk vehicles I think you are confused on that part. Maybe you mean salvage 
vehicle. Because only a government agency like King Solid Waste or Pierce County Code Enforcement can do the junk 
vehicle affidavits. You may also want to review the Federal Driver Privacy Protection 18 use 2721 and state law RCW 
46.12.635 for permissible uses.

The Junk Vehicle process is if the seller needs to contact the previous owner to get proper paperwork before 
we buy their motor vehicle but this part isn't as important as verifying the title as the current title on record.
